Ending Labor Rackets 


Is a Must for Congress 


Sen. John Kennedy (D-Mass) yester- 
day introduced a labor reform bill which 
its author says would end racketeering 
within unions and go a long way in put- 
ting Teamster President James R. Hoffa 
“out of business.” 

Both objectives are laudable and if 
the measure will accomplish those pur- 
poses it should have speedy approval bv 
both houses of Congress. The country will 
hope it does not become bogged down 
again in partisan politics, a hazard which 
prevented passage of effective legisla- 
tion last year. 

The whole nation ig indebted to the 
painstaking work of the McClellan Com- 
mittee and its chief counsel, Bob Kennedy, 
for overcoming obstacles to reveal some 
of the shameful truths about labor rackets 
and abuses of power by union leaders. 

In the case of the Teamsters, Jimmy 
Hoffa and his predecessor, Dave Beck, 
openly have defied government authority. 
Using pressure on politicians at every 
level, they have tried to put themselves 
above the law and government itself. 

The power of a few union leaders, 
seized all too often without consent of 
rank and file members, calls for gov- 
ernment regulation to protect union funds 
and to protect unions and the public from 
criminal activities. The average union 
member, too, should be protected by law 
in his democratic rights within the unions 
themselves, 

No organization or group of organiza- 
tions in this country is bigger than the 
United States itself. Whatever is neces- 
sary for the government to do to pro- 
tect the interest of all its citizens must be 
apphed to end the evils of labor rackets.

Decision of Judge Sloan 


Was Wise and Temperate 


Judge Boyd Sloan's decision regarding the admission of Negro 
students to Georgia State College was a wise and temperate one, 
quite consistent with his exemplary judicial record. He pointed out, 


first, that it would be “improper 
go contrary to clear decisions of 
States. 

lt would have availed Judge 
Sloan of Georgia nothing for him 
to have ruled completely. against 
the Negro plaintiffs for if he had 
a reversal was certain. 

His decision, second, bore di- 
rectly to one point only: that the 
requirement that an applicant be 
endorsed by three alumni of the 
institution was clearly unconsti- 
tutional. Of this there was little 
doubt when the requirement was 
written. 

Judge Sloan's decision did not 
direct the college to accept either 
of the Negro applicants. Indeed, 
it clearly stated that moral char- 
acter could be a consideration in 
excluding an applicant and that 
two of the three applicants were 
of poor character. The decision 
gave Georgia still more time, still 
more delay and, certainly, while 
we can’t read a judge's thoughts, 
this was in Judge Sloan's mind 
when he wrote his carefully and

considerable degree in the country itself. Increasingly, the future will 
belong to these predominantly young Democratic senators who have 
come here from the far and open spaces. Ironically, too, these spaces 
were largely settled by the tired, dusty migration from the South that 
followed the War Between the States and the collapse of the Con- 


federate cause. 

The East is the home of the 
Ivy League colleges, which many 
believe to be the only beacons 
in what is otherwise a national 
sea of educational darkness. But 
these new Western men of 
new power actually are the real 
eggheads of the Democratic Par- 
ty. And in nearly every case 
these minds were hatched in 
home-grown colleges. 

Thus it is that as the political 
dominance of the South is sink- 
ing, the old intellectual dominance 
of New England is sinking, too. 
Great changes are occurring 
across our political landscape. 

These points are no longer 
merely theoretical and academic. 
It was evident even in the last 
Congress that the Western sena- 
tors were approaching a _ point 
where, in coalition with the mod- 
erate Southerners, they could run 
the Senate. It is now becoming 
plain that the moderate South- 
erners within a short time may 
need the Westerners even more 
than the Westerners will need 
them, .

Changed His Mind? 


WASHINGTON—The most controversial fig- 
ure in Washington, personally and politically, 
continues to be Vice President Richard M. Nixon. 


The most controversial questions about him are: Has he or hasn't 
he, does he or doesn’t he? That is, has he changed significantly, and 
does he have genuine convictions? And a third question: How capable 


is he? 

Now Pageant magazine, instead 
of attempting its own profile, has 
sought the judgment of a whole 
panel of observers on these Nixon- 
ian question marks. It describes 
its project this way: } 

“Today, as a result of the No- 
vember campaign, there remains 
a confused public image of the 
man who may be the next 
Republican presidential candidate. 
In an attempt to cut through 
the confusion, Pageant has asked 
a cross-section of the Washington 
press corps to tell how they— 
personally—feel about the vice 
president. We asked 10 veteran 
newspaper men and women for 
treir own unvarnished opinions, 
not the official ‘lines’ of their 
newspapers.”

Have you had to cudgel your tired 
brain into taking a stand on bundling 
lately? Have you alienated some of your 
relatives and half your dearest friends by 


coming out for or against bundling boards? 


Why you probably haven't given a 
thought to bundling, as a social custom, 
that is, in many a long day. But about 
the turn of the last century, it says here, 
it became common enough “to excite the 
refcrmers, and, as a social problem, it 
occupied about the same place in the 
public mind as integration and juvenile 
delinquency.” 


Jim Montgomery, our business editor, 
ever on the lookout for items to cheer us 
when we founder on the shoals of local 
politics, came upon a piece in The Farm 
about the hullabaloo bundling caused back 
in colonial days. It seems that from about 
1750 to 1780 throughout New England to 
save fuel young folks conducted their 
courtships by huddling down under the 
covers with a dividing board anchored se- 
curely between them. 


-anybody’s romantic notions so they asked 


the young man to spend the night and 
Mama and Papa saw him comfortably 
ensconced in their daughter's boudoir with 
a stout board between them, of course. 
Both young people kept their clothes on, 
it says here, but there were careful par- 
ents who attached a string of sleigh bells 
to the bed post. (Imagine being chaperoned 
by a string of sleigh bells! 


Although the custom seemed to suit 
parents well enough the clergy got upset 
over it and Jonathon Edwards is cred- 
ited with having led the anti-bundlers. An- 
other clergyman, Israel Perkins, of Con- 
necticut, must have belonged to the then 
liberal school. He penned a long poetic 
defense of bundling in 1786. 


The opening stanza ran thus: 


“Since in a bed a man and maid 
May bundle and be chaste 

It does no good to burn out wood 
It is a needless waste.” 


But the story I like best is the one about 


per from the first farm house he came to. 
The farmer, following the custom of the 
day, invited him to spend the night—on 
the other side of a bundling board from 
the farmer's daughter. 


Seth, outraged, preached him a sermon 
on the evil practice and for his pains was 
turned out into the cold and locked into 
a small outhouse. In the morning, ac- 
cording to the story, he was found stand- 
ing frozen stiff as a board. 


Then there is the story of a Pennsyl- 
vania housewife who won a divorce not 
on the grounds that her husband had used 
a centerboard for 14 years but that he 
had driven a row of spikes into the 
centerboard! 


Oh, we have our problems these days. 
Courting practices of the young are al- 
ways good for some resounding howls of 
alarm from the old. But we don't have 
to worry about bundling. At least I’m not 
going to. You can if you: are short of 
problems just now.

“The probation system is not 
designated for the hardened of- 
fender,”” emphasized Mr. Stew- 
art. “It is especially designed 
for the first or youthful offend- 
er. After all, we are not dream- 
ers or idealistic long-haired the- 
orists. We aren't seeking to do 
away with prisons. Probation 
meets another need.”’ 


SPECIFIC ROLE 


He also pointed out that in ad- 
dition to filling a specific role, 
the probation system costs only 
about $52 a year to keep a man 
on probation while the cost to 


one man in each of the 37 judi- 
cial districts and two in some 
of the larger ones. In addition 
to the state probation system 
there are eight independent sys- 
tems. 


Among his hopes for the fu- 
ture, Mr. Stewart cited the need 
for at least three honor train- 
ing farms where young offend- 
ers could get a chance for a real 
rehabilitation program. 


“Right now, the only place 
to send the young offenders is 
to the Milledgeville Training 
School. And they have a back- 
log of 800-900 on the waiting list. 


“Georgia has only treatment 
type methods of handling the 
juvenile ‘misconduct,’ as I pre- 
fer to call it. There is no pre- 
ventive program, although the 
city of Griffin is experimenting

Q. January is budget month 
in our home. Several nights ago 
we tallied last year’s automo- 
bile bills and came up with the 
startling figure of $550. That is 
nearly $46 a month. Are our 
car expenses way out of line 
with those of other people?

A. Not at all, Mr. L. C. In 
fact, if you're operating your 
car for $550 a year, you're slic- 
ing what it costs most people 
almost in half. We wonder if 
you've left out some major 
item. 


Companies whose business it 
is to compute car costs for 
commercial organizations break 
down their figures according to 
fixed costs and operating costs. 
Fixed costs include deprecia- 
tion, insurance and license fees. 
Operating costs cover gas and

oil, maintenance and repairs, 
and tires. 


To find depreciation, a cost 
accounting firm would estimate 
total depreciation for the en- 
tire period the owner planned 
to keep his car, then divide 
that by the total years. For ex- 


- ample, assume a man drives a 


1957 car from the middle-line 
series of Ford, Chevrolet or 
Plymouth. He plans to keep it 
three years. Its cash value, 
new, was about $2,340, includ- 
ing radio and heater. 


DEPRECIATION 


Depreciation the first year is 
32 per cent, the second year 18 
per cent and the third, 11 per 
cent. In dollars, then, deprecia- 
tion for the three-year period 
the owner drives this auto- 
mobile would be $1,427. Divide 
by three and you have a yearly 
fixed cost of about $476. 


The cost of insurance varies 
according to the age of the car, 
the ages of the persons driving
